It hu jait been larcelcd that a atw profttaordiip 
hat beca ealabluhed at the Unneruty of Betiia 
aader which Dr. Ewald Baate teadiaa nilitaiy 
acieacc. He ii the author of a book oa the nibjcct, 
aad a Saarbnieck editor apeaed it tha other day aad 
fouad ihi* pueace; 

‘‘loumuch a« Eaflaad bdievea ia etarviat aa 
eaeiay aad iaauouch u gu aad the horrible effect! 
of iDoderB artillery haw robbed wu of all ita chivalry, 
biology will be juitified ia eoaBIng it to extcnaoiale 
coliie aaliont. We ihall have recount to the pouoo. 
iog of driokiag water with typhue geruM, to the ia> 
troduclioo aad ipreadiag of typhue by aieaiu of fleae, 
and to the spreading of cholera by artificially coa- 
laminated rats.** 

As the Saarbnieck editor coadautd his reading 
he caaae across this: “By landing in aa enemy country, 
avialon can disscminalc the deadly germs, and the 
results will be particularly favorable." Tben another 
passage reads thus: “Certainly, bioiogieal warfare is 
the kud appropriate for disaimed naboos. When a 
race is drivea to desperatioa. its only way out is to 
attempt the seemingly impoasible and. without tha 
■aallest legud for mlematioaal law, consider good 
all the means—^yas, all—by whidi k may defend 
itself." 

Revelations such as this are in striking conflict 
with Chancellor Hitler's oft-iei^led statement that 
the youth of Cermany is not being trained in military 
science, but merely being disciplined m order to inture 
the smooth running of the Nazi organizatioa. Need¬ 
less to say, the French newspapers have given con¬ 
siderable publicity to the Banse wu philosophy. The 
French know Germany better than any other nation. 
The Banse philosophy is like the unrestricted sub¬ 
marine warfare of Voa Tirpitz during the wu. 


TJHITID BTATM AJID itJMIA 


After sateen years without diploeaalic contact 
tha Uaited States and Soviet Rusam ^1 ezdiange 
aadsassadors aad resume norasal pohtical and eco¬ 
nomic relatioas. TTus n the result of the recent con¬ 
versations between President Rooeevelt aad Mazna 
Utviaoff. It took them ten days to weu down 
any difficulties which ezisted and agree to st^ 
afresh. Tha great bulk of public opinion m tl» 
neighbormg republic will approve the action of their 
rkh^f executivt. ' Tli* Rumitn envoy Iim Korea •»- 
othu diplomatie Irhunph. 

Mr. William C. Bullitt hu been chosen by 
Pasident Roeaetelt to be United Sutes Ambassador 
to Moscow. He was educated in Elurope. made u 
iateasive study of European-pobtica, aad during the 
peace Conference he advised President Wilson. ^ 
a later date, however, be disagieed with the Presi- 
'dsat because the treaty ignored the rights of miiMi^ 
jrif. Ha went oa a special missioo to Russia in 
|I9I9; bid since the exit of the WiUoa admiaistra- 
tioa be hu been more or less ia the background In 
the last twelve months he has regained favor at Wash- 
asgtoo and he is credited with haying a good deal 
to do with tha successful conversations bptvreea Mr. 
Roosevelt aad M. Litviooff. The Soviet ambassa¬ 
dor hu yet to be named. 

One of the principa] objections to United Statu 
reeognitioa of Russia until now hu been based on 
the doctrine that it could not cater into political and 
diplomatic rclaliou with any country of whom eco- 
Bomk and iiwral system it ihd not approve. It wfll 
perhaps be iccallad that when the rsvolutioB gave 
birth to a new Russia, President Wilson—after the 
peace of Bmst-Litovsk—cabled u follows to Mos¬ 
cow: "May t express the sincere sympathy which 
th< people 'of Aa UAted Statu feel for the Russian 
pae^. TW whok heart of the American people 
is s^ the people of Russia.” 

It wu not long, however, before Mr. Wilson 
a litile uncertain aboid tbit heart-for-hsart 
sympathy, for the records show diet ia 1919 SecreU^ 
Crfby sent ^n message to Moscow couched in very 
dittemt ims. It i^ u follovrs: “It is not possible 
for the goeerament of the United Statu to recognize 
Ae present rulers of Russia—a regime baaed oa the 
ition of'evety pthiciple of honor and good faith."

Soys Mr. Peel: "Failun 
to btliau properly their accouats is oae teasoat 
fu frees believing that a bank owu them mom 
money than ita accouats show, they often check 
themselvu out u short" J 

If then were many thousands of peopk in iht 
world who had forgotten they had bank baUacu in 
1929. coe would think the tvents of the last four 
years would have jogged their memorkt men than 
a little.
